Andrew praised the late monarch for 
her “knowledge and wisdom infinite, 
with no boundary or containment”, 
adding: “I will miss your insights, advice 
and humour”. 

He described the Queen as “Mummy, 
Mother, Your Majesty, three in one” 
and said it had been an “honour and 
privilege” to serve her. 

Andrew accompanied his words with 
a photo taken by society photographer 
Cecil Beaton of his mother holding him 
as a newborn in March 1960. 

Andrew went on: “As our book of 
experiences closes, another opens, and 
I will forever hold you close to my heart 
with my deepest love and gratitude, and 
I will tread gladly into the next with you 
as my guide. 

“God save The King.” 

Andrew stepped down from public 
life in 2019 over his friendship with 
paedophile Jeffrey Epstein. 

The Queen’s disgraced 
second son went on to pay 
millions to settle a civil 
sexual assault case after 
Virginia Giuffre sued 
him for allegedly 
sexually assaulting 
her when she was 17 
after she was trafficked 
by Epstein. 

Andrew has denied 
the claims. 

In January, ahead of his 
legal settlement, the 
Queen stripped him of all his 
honorary military roles, 
including Colonel of the 
Grenadier Guards, and he 
gave up “HRH”.

KING Charles sent a personal message of 
thanks to the nation last night for giving 
comfort to his grieving family as he prepared 
for the Queen’s historic State Funeral. 

Some two million people are expected to 
pack central London today and line the pro- 
cession routes to witness the first funeral of a 
monarch at Westminster Abbey since George 
Il — the last English King to lead his troops 
into battle — was buried there in 1760. 

A further four billion people around the 
world are expected to watch television 
coverage of the ceremony before a 
Committal service at St George’s Chapel in 
Windsor Castle. 

Prince George, nine, and Princess 
Charlotte, seven, will join the Royal Family. 

The children will take part in the coffin 
procession going inside the Abbey, and if 
they are comfortable after that experience, 
they may also take part in a similar proces- 
sion at the start of the Committal, royal 
sources revealed. 

Charles III reflected yesterday on the 
extraordinary outpouring of grief from peo- 
ple wanting to pay their respects to his 
mother, the monarch who graced the world 
stage during her 70-year reign. 

He said: “Over the last 10 days, my wife 
and I have been so deeply touched by the 
many messages of condolence and support 
we have received from this country and 
across the world. 

“In London, Edinburgh, Hillsborough and 
Cardiff, we were moved beyond measure by 
everyone who took the trouble to come and 
pay their respects to the life-long service of 
my dear mother, the late Queen.

“As we all prepare to say our last fare- 
well, I wanted simply to take this opportu- 
nity to say ‘Thank you’ to all those count- 
less people who have been such a support 
and comfort to my family and myself in this 
time of grief.” 

Britain came to a standstill at 8pm last 
night as the nation paused for a minute’s 
silence, a joint moment of reflection in hon- 
our of Her Majesty. 

Buckingham Palace later released a previ- 
ously unseen picture of the Queen, looking 
happy and glorious and wearing two aqua- 
marine clip brooches that her father, King 
George VI, gave to her for her 18th birthday. 

Her daughter-in-law, the new Queen 
Consort, spoke of her own memories of her 
in a televised tribute last night in which she 
remembered the Queen’s passion for racing, 
her sense of fun, and her ability to manage 
her time despite the great burdens of respon- 
sibility on her shoulders. 

Queen Camilla said: “She made a rule 

that she had her private time and her 
private passions and then her 
public role and I think that is 
very important. 

“The diary is planned out so 
you know when you're on 
duty and when you've got to do 
things.

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Pilgrimage...first mourners file by the Queen 


AN inspiring new page in history is about to 
be written. Grief and glory will today com- 
bine to create a unique episode in the long, 
rich saga of Britain. 

In all its splendour and solemnity the 
funeral of Elizabeth II is sure to be a day that 
will never be forgotten, as the nation and 
much of the world come together to pay trib- 
ute to her extraordinary reign. 

Throughout the ceremony, there will be 
deep sadness at her passing — but this will be 
matched by profound gratitude for her 
example of dedication and service. 

At the last State Funeral in our country, 
held in 1965 for the great statesman Sir 
Winston Churchill, one former serviceman 
left a wreath by the route of the cortege with 
this inscription: “By your death, we have 
been impoverished. 

“But your noble life enriched mankind for 
all time and your name will be forever

enshrined in the hearts of those who value 
peace, honour and freedom.” 

Similar sentiments could be written about 
our late sovereign, who was a beacon of 
compassion, courage and conciliation during 
her seven decades on the throne. 

The Queen’s moral leadership explains in 
part why there has been such a phenomenal 
outpouring of emotion from the public at her 
death, epitomised by the vast queue of 
mourners lining up to pay their respects to 
her over the last five days as she lay in state 
at Westminster until the early hours of today. 

At times, the queue’s astonishing length 


led to waits of 15 hours, yet its participants 
were distinguished by their  stoicism, 
patience, tolerance and good humour — the 
very characteristics that the Queen herself 
embodied. It was a very British pilgrimage, 
as remarkable in its good-humoured way as 
the more formal ceremonies that punctuated 
the period of mourning. 

The worldwide admiration that Her 
Majesty generated is also the reason why 
today’s funeral is such a colossal global 
event, perhaps bigger than any previous such 
ceremony known to mankind. 

Alongside at least one million people who 


will line the route of the procession, it is esti- 
mated that the total international television 
audience could top 4.1 billion. 

More than 500 heads of state and foreign 
dignitaries will take part including Joe 
Biden, the first American President to attend 
a British State Funeral. So great is the crush 
of overseas leaders that — apart from a few 
exceptions like Mr Biden who is still allowed 
to use the White House’s formidable limou- 
sine known as The Beast — most of the rest 
will have to travel in central London on spe- 
cially chartered buses, a touch that would 
undoubtedly have amused the famously 
modest, pragmatic Queen. 

The eyes of the world will be upon Britain 
today as never before but, despite the inten- 
sity of pressure, the spectacle is likely to be a 
wonderful advertisement for both monarchy 
and nation, After all, pageantry is what we 
do so well in the country and the determina- 


tion to give Her Majesty a rousing farewell 
has driven standards to new heights of preci- 
sion. Apart from the spiritual rites led by the 
Anglican Church at Westminster Abbey and 
Windsor Castle, the central role will be 
played by the military. 

“The procession will be unlike any that 
any of us have seen, I think, in our lifetime,” 
says Sir Patrick Sanders, head of the Army. 
More than 10,000 services personnel will be 
involved, including 6,000 in the procession 
and more than 4,000 providing support. To 
give one instance of the meticulous prepara- 
tions, all the troops were instructed to listen 
to a metronome at 75 beats a minute so they 
were used to the rhythm of the slow march- 
ing pace that will be signalled on the drums.

continuity, where veneration for our late 
sovereign is compounded by reverence for 
our past. So, the Imperial State Crown on top 
of the coffin contains gems from the reign of 
Edward the Confessor in 1063 — while the 
spectacular practice of using 138 naval ratings 
to handle the gun carriage dates from the 
State Funeral of Queen Victoria in 1901. 

Disaster had threatened when the artillery 
horses reared and panicked after a harness 
snapped — but quick-thinking naval officer 
Prince Louis Battenberg, a relative of the late 
Queen, saved the day when he suggested that 
sailors could haul the carriage using impro- 
vised drag ropes. The innovation was so 
striking it has remained part of the pageant. 

Further confidence stems from the conduct 
of the ceremonies so far which have all been 
outstanding in their execution, from the proc- 
lamation of the new King at the Accession 
Council to the journey of the cortege from 
Buckingham Palace to Westminster Hall. 

But these stirring events have also been a 
reminder that, at the heart of the unfolding 
narrative, a family has been mourning the loss 
of a beloved matriarch. In their sorrow, the 
dignity of the King and the other Royals has 
been heroic as they carry out their duties, 
adding another layer of sombre gravity and 
heartache to the mourning period. 


Nothing has been more moving in recent 
days than the vigils held at the Queen’s coffin 
by her family: in St Giles’ Cathedral, 
Edinburgh, in Westminster Hall — both by her 
four children - and on Saturday, again at 
Westminster, by her eight grandchildren. 

Even with heads bowed and bodies still, 
none could conceal their heartache. Today, 
once again, the family will be united in grief 
as the Queen is finally laid to rest in Windsor 
beside Prince Philip, her “strength and stay 
all these years” to use her own words. 

Yet unity has been the central theme of this 
unforgettable period. Just as she brought 
people together in life, so she has been a 
healer in death. That applies to Princes 
William and Harry, who put aside differences 
for their grandmother’s sake, and to politi- 
cians who temporarily abandoned party 
strife. “I have never seen the House so united. 
It has completely changed the atmosphere,” 
said Commons Speaker Sir Lindsay Hoyle. 

Trade unions have suspended their strikes 
out of respect for her memory. The union 
between England and Scotland looks stronger 
than it has done in decades, as homage to the 
Queen compels a widespread recognition of 
our shared British identity. Indeed, what has 
been so impressive about the nationwide pub- 
lic mourning is how it has embraced people 
of all backgrounds, creeds, races and classes. 

“She was the best, and she brought out the 
best in us,” said one mourner. Elizabeth II 
deserves the most memorable farewell we can 
give her today. But perhaps the greatest trib- 
ute of all to her would be the lasting creation 
of a stronger, more harmonious kingdom.

THE Queen did not want a “boring” 
funeral service, former Archbishop of 
York Lord Sentamu said yesterday. 

The crossbench peer told the BBC’s 
Sunday With Laura Kuenssberg: “So 
what you're going to expect is the best 
of funeral services, the prayer book 
service, the words which were an 
inspiration to Shakespeare. 

“You're going to hear this wonderful 
English at its best, also you’re going to 
hear angelic voices of the choir of the 
Abbey plus the Chapels Royal. Voices 
that are singing to the glory of God. 

“The Queen does not and did not 
want what you call long, boring 
services...you’re going to be lifted to 
glory as you hear the service. The hearts 
and people’s cockles will be warmed 
and at the same time, there will be a 
moment of saying ‘This is a funeral 
service that is glorious in its setting’.” 

Lord Sentamu said he will be thinking 
of the Queen’s family in the funeral, as 
she sent him a letter about her grief 
after the Duke of Edinburgh died. 

He said: “The Queen wrote me a 
most wonderful letter four weeks after 
the burial of Prince Philip, thanking me 
for the flowers, the prayers and then 
ended by saying ‘When you are grieving 
someone you deeply love, it isn’t easy 
when you have to do it in public’.

PRINCE George and Princess Charlotte will 
attend today’s State Funeral service in what 
will be seen as a powerful and symbolic 
message to a nation numbed by grief. 

Officials confirmed last night the Prince 
and Princess of Wales’s two eldest children 
will play a visible role in the final farewell to 
their beloved great-grandmother. 

George, nine, is second in line to the 
throne and lovingly referred to the late 
monarch as “Gan Gan”. He will be joined by 
Charlotte, seven, and third in line. 

Their brother Prince Louis, four, is not 
expected to attend. 

The young royals will take their seats amid 
the 2,000 mourners gathered in Westminster 
Abbey in central London for the solemn 
event that will be broadcast globally. 

They will travel later to St George’s Chapel 
in Windsor Castle where the Queen will be 
buried next to the Duke of Edinburgh after a 
private Committal. 

Details of the Order of Service for 
Westminster Abbey were released yesterday. 

The Queen’s coffin will be moved from the 
Palace of Westminster 15 minutes before the 
11am service, and the event will be followed 
by the Last Post and then a national 
two-minute silence at 11.55am. 

Prince George and Princess Charlotte will 
walk through the gothic church with the 
Royal Family, in procession behind the 
Queen’s coffin as it is carried by the military 
bearer party. 

Their grandfather, the King with the 
Queen Consort Camilla will be immediately 
behind the casket, ahead of the Princess 
Royal and her husband Vice Admiral 
Sir Tim Laurence. The Duke of York 
will walk before the Earl and 
Countess of Wessex, and then the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. 

Prince George and _ Princess 
Charlotte will be together, behind 
their parents, walking side by side in 
formation and in front of their uncle 
and aunt — the Duke and Duchess of 
Sussex — plus the other members of 
the Royal Family. 

Prince Louis, whose playful antics 
in June during the Platinum Jubilee 
celebrations delighted the public, 
is likely to be considered too young 
to attend. 

Following the Last Post and the 
silence, the Reveille and the National 
Anthem will be followed by the 
Queen’s Piper, Warrant Officer Class 
1 Paul Burns — playing the traditional 
lament Sleep, Dearie, Sleep. 

Before the Abbey service, the 
tenor bell will be tolled every minute 
for 96 minutes, reflecting each year 
of the Queen’s life. 

The Dean of Westminster, the Very 
Reverend Dr David Hoyle, will say 
in The Bidding: “Here, where Queen 
Elizabeth was married and crowned, 
we gather from across the nation, 
from the Commonwealth, and from 
the nations of the world, to mourn 
our loss, to remember her long life 
of selfless service.” 

He will speak of Her Majesty’s “unswerv- 
ing commitment to a high calling over 
so many years” as Queen and Head of 
the Commonwealth. 

The Dean will add: “With affection, we 
recall her love for her family and her 
commitment to the causes she held dear.” 

One of the hymns — The Lord’s My 
Shepherd, I’ll Not Want — was sung at the 
Queen’s wedding when she married the 
Duke of Edinburgh, in the same abbey, as a 
21-year-old in November 1947. 

It was also sung at the funeral of the 
Queen’s father George VI in St George’s 
Chapel in February 1952 but with slightly 
different wording. 

The others hymns are The Day Thou 
Gavest, Lord, Is Ended plus Love Divine, All 
Loves Excelling. The latter has often featured 
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at royal weddings, including at William and 
Kate’s, Charles and Camilla’s wedding 
blessing, and Princess Eugenie’s. 

Prayers will be said by the Reverend Dr 
Tain Greenshields, Moderator of the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, for 
“Queen Elizabeth’s long life and reign, 
recalling with gratitude her gifts of wisdom, 
diligence, and service”. 

The Bishop of London Dame Sarah 
Mullally will say a prayer for “our most 
gracious Sovereign Lord King Charles, 
Camilla the Queen Consort, William Prince 
of Wales, and all the Royal Family”. 

Reverend Canon Helen Cameron, 
Moderator of the Free Churches Group, will 
praise the Queen’s “unstinting devotion to 
duty, her compassion for her subjects, and 
her counsel to her ministers”.

RECENT Christmas broadcasts by Her 
Majesty had begun to mention her faith 
more freely and more frequently. 

The Queen told us during her festive 
speech last year that Christ’s teaching was 
the “bedrock” of her faith. Now, that is 
language that many of us would use. 

The Queen looked to the life of Christ 
and found some confidence and some 
guidance in the things he said and did. 
Many of us do that. In that sense, her faith 
was familiar, not exceptional. 

We can be pretty sure that she would 
never have wanted her faith to seem 
exceptional. That would never have been 
the aim. Still, reflecting now on her 
extraordinary achievement, it is time to 
take note of a distinctive faith. 

Indeed, I want to say that she was a 
distinctive witness to that faith. 

Preaching here in the Abbey, I 
borrowed a word used by St Paul and 
described the Queen as “steadfast”. 

Many of the tributes have described her 
as a constant in our lives. She was indeed 
constant in a life of sustained and 
disciplined integrity. 

To be steadfast, though, takes a deeper 
faith and a greater courage. Someone who 
is steadfast fixes mind and eye on truth

and then pursues it. This is language that 
the Queen employed early in her reign. 

In a Christmas broadcast, in 1957, she 
talked about the need “to stand up for 
everything that we know is right”. 

It was an early glimpse of that bedrock 
of faith informed by Christ’s teaching. 

She quoted The Pilgrim’s Progress, say- 
ing: “Though with great difficulty I am got 
hither, yet now I do not repent me of all 
the trouble I have been at — to arrive 
where I am.” That reference to The

Pilgrim’s Progress should give us pause. 
Like the pilgrim, the Queen knew that she 
must look to the future. Like the pilgrim, 
she would have to live in hope. 

Married and crowned in the Abbey, the 
Queen twice made promises that deter 
mined her life. She committed to marriage 
“from this day forward” and took an oath 
to devote her life to principle not power, 
to law, to justice in mercy, and to faith. 

Those promises are a risky and coura- 
geous commitment to the future. 

They are acts of hope; a pledge to be 
faithful despite knowing nothing of the 
challenges that might lie ahead. 

After the oaths, that same Coronation 
service included an anointing. Anointed 
Queen, she was marked out as someone 
who would live amongst us as a symbol 
and witness of our common life. 

She knew that would be a life-long 
vocation and with staggering courage and 
grace she lived up to the calling. Never a 
performance, nothing like a show, our late 
Queen gave us her life. A life lived in faith 
and in hope. 

It was a startling demonstration of char- 
acter and courage. It was a distinctive wit- 
ness. We might even say that it was, after 
all, exceptional.

TODAY’S State Funeral is 
expected to be one of the 
most-watched events in 
history, with billions of 
people across the world 
watching the televised 
service and procession. 

Last year’s funeral of 
the Queen's late husband, 
Prince Philip, was seen 
by more than 13 million 
in Britain. 

Diana, Princess of Wales’ 
funeral was watched by 
a TV audience of more 
than 31 million on 
September 6, 1997. 

Westminster Abbey will 
be closed except for 2,000 
invited heads of state 
and guests. 

Aring of steel has been 
thrown around the capital 
as part of the biggest 
security operation in 
British history. 

Screens have been 
erected across the 
capital and the nation, 
with the service beamed 
live into city squares, town 
halls and markets across 
the country.

Major broadcasters have 
dedicated the day to 
covering the hugely 
significant and 
historic occasion. 

The funeral will be 
screened live on BBC One 
and the BBC News channel, 
with coverage starting 
at 8am. 

ITV will begin its 
broadcasting at 6am. 

Sky News is also airing 
events throughout the day 
and will broadcast the 
funeral procession, 
followed by coverage of 
the service. 

The funeral will also 
be screened online in 
the UK, available on 
demand on BBC iPlayer 
from 8am and ITV Hub 
from 6am.

FOUR horses from the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police will lead 
the Queen’s funeral procession 
from Westminster Abbey. 

The poignant moment will be the 
final part of the Queen’s 53-year 
love affair with the Mounties. 

Ridden by officers wearing the 
force’s famous red tunics and stet- 
sons, the mounts will guide the 
sombre ceremonial parade as it 
heads for Hyde Park Corner after 
the funeral service. 

The horses will take pride of 
place ahead of the Queen’s coffin — 
borne by the State Gun Carriage of 
the Royal Navy. 

One RCMP steed taking part has 
particular significance — Elizabeth, 
named in honour of the Queen 
Mother — was gifted to Her Majesty 
in 2012, her Diamond Jubilee year. 

The 17-year-old will join George, 
22 — used by King Charles at 
Trooping The Colour since 2009 — 
Sir John, a 14-year-old charger rid- 
den by Princess Anne, and Darby, 
16, a veteran of touring police dis- 
play team the Musical Ride. 

The quartet will be ridden by 
Supt Kevin Fahey, Sgt Major Scott 
Williamson, Cpl Justine Rogawski 
and Constable Katy Loisel. 

Darby’s rider Sgt Major 
Williamson said it was “incredibly 
humbling” to be given the honour 
of leading the procession. 

He added: “It’s hard to 
describe everything I am feel- 
ing. I have personal emo- 
tions of sadness and grief.

Her lifelong affection 
for the RCMP began when 
she was gifted a horse called 
Burmese in 1969. The black 
mare quickly became one of her 
favourites and she rode it at 
Trooping The Colour. 

Burmese became a household 
name in 1981 when a teenager fired 
six blank rounds. Although the 
horse shied, the Queen — an accom- 
plished rider - kept control, to 
cheers from crowds onThe Mall. 

When her beloved horse was 
retired in 1986, the Queen declined 
to ride a replacement and opted to 
take part in a carriage after that. 

Burmese had a pampered retire- 
ment at Windsor Castle and was put

out to pasture where the Queen 
could visit. She died in 1990 aged 
28 and is buried in the grounds. 

Today, London will come to a halt 
as the RCMP team lead the way. 
Senior royals will walk behind the 
casket, joined by Armed Forces, 
police and NHS members. 

Princes William and Harry will 
walk side by side, following the 
King, the Princess Royal, Prince 
Andrew and Prince Edward. Big

SOME 24 members of the 
Royal Family are buried at 

St George’s Chapel at 
Windsor Castle, which has 
belonged to the monarchy for 
almost 1,000 years. 

The Queen will tonight be 
reunited with her family there, 
buried alongside her beloved 
husband Prince Philip, her 
father, mother and sister. 

Steeped in history and 
tradition, her final resting 
place will be the King George 
VI Memorial Chapel, an 
annexe of St George’s 
Chapel. It was commissioned 
by the Queen as a burial 
place for her father in 1962. 

It is marked by wrought iron 
gates inscribed with the 
words: “I said to the man who 
stood at the gate of the year, 
‘Give me light that | may tread 
safely into the unknown’” -a 
poignant line taken from a 
poem quoted in one of her 
father’s Christmas addresses. 


George VI Memorial Chapel 


The Queen Mother, who died 
in 2002, is buried there. The 
ashes of Princess Margaret, 
who died seven weeks before 
her, were placed in her 
parents’ tomb when the 
Queen Mother was interred. 

And when the Duke of 
Edinburgh died 17 months 
ago, his coffin was interred in 
the 1810-built Royal Vault of 
St George’s, ready to be 
moved when the Queen died. 

A coffin is lowered into the 
vault through a special 
opening in the chapel floor. 

The tombs of Henry Vill and 
Charles | are located in the 
Quire. Edward IV, Henry VII 
and Queen Alexandra are 
buried in the Quire aisles. 

Kings and queens are not 
buried at a single site and the 
graves of some — like Alfred 
the Great — are unknown. 

In the 19th century, St 
George’s Chapel and nearby 
Frogmore Gardens 
superseded Westminster 
Abbey as the chosen burial 
place for the Royal Family.

THE Queen’s enduring love for 
Prince Philip will be celebrated at 
her committal service this after 
noon — with a Russian hymn also 
sung at his funeral. 

She will this evening be reunited 
with Philip -— the consort she 
famously called her “strength and 
stay” over 73 years of marriage — 
when their coffins are buried 
together privately in a _ small 
family ceremony. 

They will be interred beside the 
remains of her parents and sister 
Princess Margaret in the King 


George VI Memorial Chapel 
within St George’s Chapel at 
Windsor Castle. 


The Queen will join the greatest 
of monarchs buried in there. 

Her private burial service will 
give the Royal Family a final chance 
to say farewell after days of sharing 
their grief with the nation. 

Prior to that — during a televised 
committal service at 4pm - an 
800-strong congregation will hear 
the choir of St George’s Chapel 
sing the Russian Kontakian of 
the Departed in homage to her love 
for Philip. 

The haunting music was chosen 
for the Duke of Edinburgh’s funeral 
to reflect his roots in the Orthodox 
Church in Greece. Originating in 
the Byzantine Empire, it dates back 
several thousand years and is used 
in funerals to express the sorrow of 
grief, but also the Christian hope of 
everlasting life.

The Royal Family — including 
the Queen’s great-grandchildren 
Prince George and _ Princess 
Charlotte — will attend the service. 

Commonwealth leaders will also 
join the congregation, which will 
include Royal estate workers. 

During the committal ceremony, 
the Dean of Windsor, the Right 
Reverend David Conner, will 
reflect on the monarch’s devout 
Christian faith and her life 
of service. 

He will say: “We have come 
together to commit into the hands 
of God the soul of his servant 
Queen Elizabeth. 

“Here, in St George’s Chapel, 
where she so often worshipped, we 
are bound to call to mind someone 
whose uncomplicated yet profound 
Christian faith bore so much fruit. 

“Fruit, in a life of unstinting 
service to the nation, the 
Commonwealth and the wider 
world, but also (and especially to 
be remembered in this place) in 
kindness, concern and reassuring 
care for her family and friends 
and neighbours. 

“In the midst of our rapidly 
changing and frequently troubled 
world, her calm and dignified 
presence has given us confidence to 
face the future, as she did, with 
courage and with hope.” 

The Queen was closely consulted 
on the arrangements for the service 
and there are personal flourishes 
involved in the ceremony.

features a motet, a sacred piece of 
choral music by Sir William Harris, 
the former organ master at St 
George’s Chapel who taught the 
then Princess Elizabeth and her 
sister Princess Margaret to play 
piano and particularly when they 
were based at Windsor Castle 
during the Second World War.

THE Queen’s grieving daughterin- 
law last night paid a deeply moving 
and emotional tribute, saying: “I will 
always remember her smile.” 

In an intimate interview screened 
on the eve of today’s State Funeral, 
Queen Consort Camilla, 75, spoke 
warmly of how the late monarch left 
an indelible mark after being sud- 
denly thrust into the “difficult posi- 
tion” of a “solitary woman in a male- 
dominated world”. 

In thoughts that were shared 
across Britain and the globe, Camilla 
said: “She has been part of our lives 
forever, I’m 75 now and I can’t 
remember anybody except the 
Queen being there.” 

The tribute was aired on the BBC 
before an impeccably observed 
national minute’s silence at 8pm. 

The Queen Consort continued: “It 
must have been so difficult for her 
being a solitary woman, and there 
weren’t women Prime Ministers or 
women Presidents... so I think she 
carved her own role. 

“She made a rule that she had her 
private time and her private passions 
and then her public role and I think 
that is very important that, you 
know, the diary is planned out so you 
know when you're on duty and when 
you've got to do things. 

“Then, when she went up to 
Scotland in August, you know that 
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Legacy... Queen bestowed title Queen Consort on Camilla earlier this year 


was the moment where it was her 
enjoyment. Although she was proba- 
bly working with her red boxes 
throughout, she could have her fam- 
ily to stay, she could do the things 
she loved.” 

In 2005 Camilla wed Charles in 
the Windsor Guildhall, followed by a 
televised Anglican blessing at St 
George’s Chapel in Windsor Castle 
where the Queen will today be laid 
to rest alongside her husband. 

In the interview, filmed at Clarence 
House, Camilla said: “I remember 
the day I got married, when I proba- 
bly wasn’t firing on all cylinders, 
quite nervous and, for some 
unknown reason, I put on a pair of 


shoes and one had an inch heel and 
one had a two-inch heel. 

“So, I mean, talk about hop-a-long, 
and there’s nothing I could do. 

“T was half way down in the car 
before I realised and, you know, she 
could see and laughed about it and 
said, ‘Look I’m terribly sorry’... she 
had a good sense of humour.” 

She added: “I’ve taken her to some 
of my charities and to the Ebony 
Horse Club and the Medical 
Detection Dogs and she loved both 
of them, it was real sort of genuine 
enjoyment... and it was very nice to 
take her to things which I knew she 
would enjoy.”

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Truss hosts world leaders 
on day of ‘soft’ diplomacy

PRIME Minister Liz Truss hosted world 
leaders in Downing Street yesterday as 
hundreds of heads of state and foreign 
dignitaries arrived for the Queen’s 
state funeral. 

Talks with US President Joe Biden 
were postponed in favour of a longer 
formal meeting at the United Nations 
General Assembly in New York later 
this week. 

But Ms Truss did meet Canada’s 
Justin Trudeau, Polish president 
Andrzej Duda and Irish counterpart 
Micheal Martin in a day dedicated to 
soft diplomacy. 

It is the first opportunity Ms Truss 
has had to meet key figures from 
around the globe since becoming Prime 
Minister a fortnight ago. 

Mr Martin described their meeting 
as “warm” and said there was an 
opportunity to “reset” relations. 

His comments come amid tensions 
over how Britain’s exit settlement with 
the European Union is being imposed 
in Northern Ireland. 

Reconciliation 

He said: “I've had a good telephone 
conversation last week with the 
British Prime Minister, had an 
initial warm meeting this morning 
where we discussed many issues in 
the context of the British-Irish 
relationship. 

“But I do think the opportunity is 
there for us to reset relationships and 
to be conscious of what we achieved 
in previous years, the obstacles that 
were overcome then. 

“And that gives us the strength to 
know that we have the capacity to 
overcome current obstacles, current 
issues that potentially could impede the 
relationship, and | believe we can 
overcome them.” 

Paying tribute to the late Queen, 

Mr Martin said the monarch had 
“made an enormous contribution” 
to reconciliation and Anglo-lrish 
relations through “her authentic 


AMIDST the grief, an extraordinary 
group of world leaders has gathered 
to mourn our late Queen. 

The lure of the British monarchy for 
many was irresistible, and Her 
Majesty was therefore able to access 
people and settings that our political 
leaders might not.

JACINDA Ardern, New Zealand’s PM, 
says the Queen told her she had to “just 
get on with it” when asked for advice 
about being a leader and a new mother. 

In 2018, Ms Ardern became only the 
second elected head of government to 
give birth while in office. 

Speaking to the BBC, she also 
reiterated a belief that New Zealand 
would one day become a republic. 

On the Sunday With Laura 
Kuenssberg programme, she was shown 
footage of her first meeting with the 
Queen in 2018, when she was pregnant. 

Asked about the conversation, Ms 
Ardern said: “One of the things on my 
mind alongside being a new prime 
minister was being a prime minister and 
a mum.And when you think about 
leaders who have been in that 
position...there were so few to look to. 

“So I said to her, ‘How did you 
manage?’ And I remember she just said, 
‘Well, you just get on with it’. And that

was actually probably the best and most 
factual advice I could have.” 

Princes Andrew and Edward were 
born after the Queen took the throne. 
The only other elected leader to give 
birth in office was Benazir Bhutto, the 
former prime minister of Pakistan, 

Ms Ardern, who previously lived in 
London, said she was not surprised by 
the public’s response to the Queen’s 
death. She added: “I’ve seen what 
London looks like day-to-day, and what 
it feels like day-to- the hustle and 
bustle... and to see it just i 
do so so poetically, is a very moving 
thing to witnes: 

“The Queen was here for her people, 
and now her people are there for her.” 

Ms Ardern was asked about her recent 
claim it was “likely” that New Zealand 
would become a republic in her lifetime. 

She said: “Even the Queen herself has 
observed and acknowledged the 
evolution over time in our relationships. 

“My observation is that there will 
continue to be an evolution in our 
relationship. I don’t believe that it will 
be quick or soon, but over the course of 
my lifetime.” 

She dismissed suggestions that being 
made to travel on a bus to the funeral 
with other leaders was an issue. She 
added: “I don’t think the bus warrants 
too much fuss. It just makes good sense. 
We're a very practical people.”

THE strain of the occasion etched 
on their faces, Yeomen of the Guard 
snatch a brief respite from standing 
vigil around the Queen’s coffin 
hours before her State Funeral.

Babies in buggies, 
pensioners and entire 
families joined the 
river of people flow- 
ing through London — 
some for the second 
time. Volunteer help- 
ers kept spirits up by 
high-fiving queuers. 

Reuben Gold 
arrived at Southwark 
Park in his Scout uni- 
form with his mum 
Georgina at 3.30pm. 

To pass the time he 
practised his Scout 
salute for when he 
sees the coffin. 

The nine-year-old,

JOE Biden paid a moving tribute 
to the Queen as he stood before 
her coffin yesterday. 

The US President, who visited 
Westminster Hall with his wife Jill, 
put his hand to his heart and 
appeared to make a quick salute 
before continuing through the hall. 

The Bidens paid their respects as 
they stood on aVIP balcony above 
the Queen’s flag-draped coffin. 

President Biden and the First 
Lady arrived at Westminster in his 
famous armoured limousine, a

better thanks to the Queen. 

He added: “To all the people of

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RITONS dreaded the death of 
Queen Elizabeth II and the loss of 
her presence at the heart of our 
national life, but all of us will treas- 
ure memories from this time of 
mourning for the rest of our lives. 

The country has had a chance to reflect on 
the extraordinary ways in which the Queen 
blessed us during her seven magnificent 
decades as monarch. 

Each day since her demise has featured 
moments of wonder and beauty. 

The services of remembrance have 
resounded with awe and gratitude that we 
had the privilege of being led by this excep- 
tional Queen for so many years. 

The stories of how she touched the lives of 
young and old are inspirational, and the 
ceremonies surrounding the journey of her 
coffin from Balmoral to Westminster Abbey 
are drenched in meaning. 

There is now no doubt that 21st century 
Britain cherishes tradition, ceremony and 
the monarchy. 

Respecting tradition is not about restrain- 
ing progress. Quite the opposite. 

Societies, like ours, which are in the throes 
of rapid social, technological and economic 
change must clutch on to precious values 
and hard-learned wisdom bequeathed by 
our predecessors. 

Throughout her life, through her words 
and actions, the Queen championed virtues 
such as forgiveness, compassion and respect 
for the dignity of the least well-off. 

She fully understood that technology 
would not unlock a utopian age if we turned 
inwards and no longer made an effort to love 
our neighbours. 

Her 1962 Christmas broadcast came in the 
wake of the launch of the Telstar communi- 
cations satellite. 

The Queen said some people asked what it 
is all for “if you can bounce a telephone con- 
versation or a television picture through the 
skies and across the world, yet still find 
lonely people living in the same street”. 

She told her global audience: “The wise 
men of old followed a star: modern man has 
built one. But unless the message of this new 
star is the same as theirs, our wisdom will 
count for nought. 

“Now we can all say the world is my 
neighbour and it is only in serving one 
another that we can reach for the stars.” 

In her later years, the Queen harnessed 
the power of social media and video confer- 
encing to encourage people in their good 
works. She embraced technological innova- 
tion to strengthen the best traditions. 

In the days leading up to today’s funeral, 
ceremonies have been painstakingly 
rehearsed and officials have studied the 
events surrounding the death of King George 
VI to ensure protocol is followed on this 
occasion. There is a deep sense of connection 
with those who have gone before us and a 
strong desire to keep faith with the past. 

Popular culture idolises youth and is 
enraptured by the new. But the rituals and 
liturgy that have mesmerised so many of us 
in the past days are timeless. 

We now have an opportunity to give 
thanks for the magnificent life of a 
96-year-old who changed our country and 
our world for good. 

Much of contemporary public life has been 
starched of a sense of the spiritual but the 
Queen’s life blazed with faith and joy, and

the ceremonies surrounding her passing 
point to the realm of the divine. All of us can 
appreciate the beauty of the music and the 
eloquence of the readings and prayers, and 
we begin to understand how eternal hope 
animated each day of the Queen’s reign. 


HEAD of her coronation, she 

asked the people of the UK and 

the Commonwealth to “pray that 

God may give me wisdom and strength to 

carry out the solemn promises I shall be 

making, and that I may faithfully serve Him 
and you all the days of my life”. 

People of all creeds and none can agree 

that from the day of her crowning until she 
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breathed her last at her beloved Scottish 
home of Balmoral, her life of untiring service 
shone with wisdom and fidelity to her oaths. 

Just as the ceremonies of the coronation 
illustrated the daunting duties she so faith- 
fully embraced, today’s service is an expres- 
sion of national thankfulness for a life so 
spectacularly well-lived. 

The rituals at the beginning of her reign 
were a springboard for action in the service 
of her country and people. 

When she planned the details of her 
funeral, she will have hoped that it will 
encourage us all to live, love and forgive with 
her same gladness of spirit. 

The pageantry which surrounds both the 
coronation and the laying to rest of a mon- 
arch is dazzling and we admire the precision, 
expertise and discipline of all those taking 


part. But it has also been profoundly moving 
to watch ordinary men and women queue 
for hours in order to walk beneath the 
ancient timbers of Westminster Hall and pay 
their last respects to the Queen. 

Some have dressed formally while others 
have donned the same clothes they might 
wear for the weekly shop. It doesn’t matter; 
the presence of so many people of different 
ethnicities and backgrounds testifies to how 
the Queen brought her kingdom together. 

Social commentators regularly write 
screeds wondering if a diverse Britain is in 
danger of fracturing. 

With a life of utter authenticity and unfal- 
tering commitment to the good of us all, the 
Queen won not just the respect but the love 
of people in every community. 

She provides a model for leaders in every 


field to follow, and each one of us can draw 
inspiration from her kindness and care for 
everyone she encountered. 

For the Queen, duty was direction. She did 
not follow her own dreams but embarked on 
a life of service that did not come with a 
retirement date. 


NTHE fulfilment of her calling she lost 

her privacy, was daily confronted with 
security risks and had to spend time 
away from her children. As a constitutional 
monarch, she was banned from making pub- 
lic statements on matters of political debate. 
She might well have wondered how differ- 
ent her life would have been if Edward VIII 
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had not abdicated and caused her to become 
the heir to the throne. 

Though she lost the freedom to chart her 
own path for her life, she lived with majestic 
purpose. She comforted both the nation and 
individuals in times of grief and crisis. 

She provided stability during decades of 
social upheaval and imparted wisdom and 
encouragement to 15 prime ministers. 

She shared in our joy at times of national 
celebration and championed values which 
united the nations of the UK and 
Commonwealth. 

She served as Britain’s finest ambassador 
on the global stage and at both epic and inti- 
mate events she encouraged those she met to 
continue to find meaning in their own lives 
through service to others. 

Unquestionably, she has demonstrated the 


value and relevance of the Crown in the 
democratic age. Though she was an exalted 
and great monarch, she was truly one of us 
She was the best of us. 

Her life was demanding but fulfilling and 
of infinite value. 

She lived in a wonderful tradition of kind- 
hearted patriotism and joyous generosity 
that we can carry forward as a country and 
individuals today as we give thanks for one 
of the greatest gifts our land has ever 
received — the blessed reign of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

In 1651, Jeremy Taylor, a former chaplain 
to King Charles I, published one of the liter- 
ary masterpieces of his time, The Rules and 
Exercises of Holy Dying. 

He encouraged those about to depart this 
life with the hope that they would soon 


converse face to face with the apostles, 
saints, good men and “excellent kings”. 

So many people on different continents 
were enriched through conversations with 
our Queen. King Charles III and Prince 
Harry both spoke in their tributes to Her 
Majesty of the prospect of her now being 
reunited with her husband, Prince Philip. 

Her canon of Christmas broadcasts 
suggests she will have seen death not 
as the closure of her life but as a new begin- 
ning alight with glories the human eye 
cannot comprehend. 

Yes, we mourn her departure with sadness 
today. But just as the diamonds of the 
Imperial State Crown do not dull with age, 
today and forever we will brim with 
thankfulness for the shining life of our most 
excellent Queen. 
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LADY Pamela Hicks set out on a lengthy 
tour of the Commonwealth as the cousin 
and companion of Princess Elizabeth in 
January 1952. 

Just five weeks later, the two women 
returned to a changed United Kingdom — as 
sovereign and subject. 

Pamela, the daughter of Earl Mountbatten, 
was present when Prince Philip was given 
the news at the Treetops game reserve in 
Kenya that King George VI had died. 

She later recalled: “He walked into the 
sitting room and asked his wife to come with 
him into the garden. I watched 
them on the lawn as they walked 
together, slowly, up and down, 
up and down. 

“When they returned, I 
instinctively gave her a 
hug. But then quickly, 
realising she was now the 
Queen, dropped into a 
deep curtsy.” 

The days of friendship had 
turned into something else. 

Pamela, right, and the 
ladies-in-waiting who suc- 
ceeded her during the 
Queen’s 70-year reign, 
together with a small 
group of other intimates, 
formed a close-knit circle 
around their monarch — 
friends, of course, but 
also her servants and 
protectors.

today’s farewell will have a special signifi- 
cance because their days of usefulness to the 
Crown are almost done. 

The new King has no need of their services 
and the Queen Consort will be allowed to 
choose her own small circle of attendants. 

But while they lasted, they occupied a 
very special place in palace life. 

They were organised into a strict hierar 
chy, with medieval titles - such as Lady of 
the Bedchamber, Woman of the Bedchamber 
and Mistress of the Robes — had clearly 

defined tasks and worked for 
the Queen in strict rotation at 
home and abroad. 

It was their job to collect the 
bouquets, make the introduc- 
tions, smooth the path - and 

make sure there was a loo. 

Most important when attending the 
Queen at public functions they 
must read her secret signals — 
the shift of a handbag from 
one wrist to the other, or the 
twirl of a ring, for example, 
was a specific code worked 
out between the boss and 
her helpers. Their job, at all 
times, was to remain in the 
background but be ever 
watchful and protective. 

By the end there were 

some dozen or so ladies- 
in-waiting attending the

Their sense of loss must be immense, on a 
par with family members, but during these 
days of changeover, they must continue to 
slog away, doing their very best to answer 
the thousands of letters of condolence which 
have flooded in since the monarch’s death. 

Chief among their number until recently 
was the aptly-named Fortune, Duchess of 
Grafton — who as Mistress of the Robes, a 
title stretching back to Queen Elizabeth I - 
was boss of all the other ladies. 

Fortune, daughter of a banker, died last 
December aged 101, but for her 100th 
birthday the Queen came to call in person at 
her home in Chelsea to deliver the tradi- 
tional card which every centenarian — high- 
born or low — receives. 

Closer still to the Queen was Lady Susan 
Hussey, 83, who was asked to be godmother 
to Prince William and called in to help assist 
the then Meghan Markle into the royal circle 
— which the Duchess of Sussex declined. 

Among Lady Susan’s other tasks was to 
carry cash, just in case, and she was once 
spotted handing the Queen a pound coin so 
she could purchase a copy of The Big Issue. 

There was also US-born Virginia, Countess 
of Airlie, now 89. Born in Newport, New 
Jersey, the daughter of a banker, she’s the 
only non-British attendant. 

Her grandfather, banker Otto Kahn, was 
known as the King of New York. Her official 
title was Lady of the Bedchamber. 

Lady Diana Farnham, 90, died in

Dame Annabel Whitehead, 79, was also 
one of the newer recruits, joining the mon- 
arch in 2002 having served as lady-in-waiting 
to her sister Princess Margaret for nearly 30 
years. Daughter of the first Lord Inchyra, she 
is married to a former banker. 

Philippa de Pass is a former lady-in-waiting 
to the Queen Mother. Her husband Robert 
was a close polo-playing friend of Prince 


Philip. Then there is the “extra” ladies-in- 
waiting — Lady Elizabeth Leeming, Susan 
Rhodes and Christian Adams. 

In comparison to some of the Queen’s 
other ladies-in-waiting, Lady Elizabeth was a 
veritable fledgling after being appointed in 
2017. While Ms Rhodes was the lady chosen 
by the Queen to isolate with during Covid 
lockdowns and was seen on the balcony of 
the Foreign Office with the Queen during 
the last Remembrance Day service. Each of 
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the ladies-in-waiting will be given special 
seats for the funeral and looked after with 
extra care by royal servants. 

Each will be offered the opportunity to 
enjoy a grace-and-favour residence as a 
reward for long years of service, though most 
won't take up the offer, and their friendship 
will be rewarded with mementoes in the 
Queen’s will. 

The reported rivalry between them could

recalled Esme, Countess of Cromer, in the 
end they all belonged to the same team — 
and were loyal to a fault. 

She said: “We never talked [among our 
selves] about the Queen and Prince Philip.

This inner circle of high-born aristocrats 
was occasionally breached by women from 
other backgrounds, notably Angela Kelly, 
daughter of a Liverpool dock worker who, 
though officially the Queen’s Dresser, was 
one of the closest people to the monarch. 

Ms Kelly was responsible for the upturn in 
Her Majesty’s style after her arrival in 1994. 

So close were the two that — alone among 
people in royal service — the Queen encour 
aged Angela to write two books detailing 
her Palace life. 

In a world where there was only one man 
- Philip — the monarch valued her female 
friendships and first among them was Kelly’s 
predecessor, formidable Bobo MacDonald. 

Ms MacDonald, the Scots-born daughter 
of a railway worker, was a nursery maid to 
Elizabeth before becoming the Queen’s 
dresser but, in effect, her gatekeeper. 

She could also be quite blunt to the boss. 
The monarch’s cousin Margaret Rhodes 
recalled: “Bobo could say anything to the 
Queen like ‘you look awful in that dress’, or 
‘you can’t wear green’.” 

One lady-in-waiting described her as 
“ferocious” and biographer Sally Bedell 
Smith said: “She was acknowledged to be 
the sovereign’s eyes and ears.”

DAILY Express readers have been sharing 
treasured memories of the Queen ever since 
her death was announced. 

Many experienced a genuine bond with 
Her Majesty, who engendered in them feel- 
ings of loyalty, pride, duty and a willingness 
to help others. 

She also brought comfort to those who 
experienced times of great distress, such as 
Patricia Bingley. 

Patricia lost her only child, Kevin Dennis, 
in the 2001 9/11 terror attack on the World 
Trade Center. 

Kevin, 43, of Dagenham, east London, was 
working at Cantor Fitzgerald’s New York 
office at the time. 

Patricia, now 87, will never forget the 
kindness shown to her in 2010 by the 
Queen, who came to lay a wreath at the 
opening of the New York memorial garden 
for Britons who had lost their lives. 

She remembered: “When she arrived, the 
temperature was 103F (39C) in the shade,

but she did not seem to notice the heat. She 
took my hand and asked me who I had lost 
in the Twin Towers. When I replied, ‘My only 
child’, her face saddened. 

“She seemed so genuine and ordinary and 
Ilost my nervousness. 

“When her death was announced, my 
mind went back straight to that day in New 
York and how kind she was to me. I will 
always remember her.” 

Patricia, who lives in Clacton, Essex, also 
met then Prince Charles when she and 
other victims’ families were invited to his 
home at Highgrove. 

She said: “He was lovely. The Royal Family 
really tried to help us deal with our loss.” 

Great-grandmother Joan Porch, who has 
read the Daily Express for almost 80 years, 
was among the last centenarians to receive a 
telegram from the Queen. 

Joan, from Saffron Walden, Essex, received 
the signed 100th birthday greeting on 
September 6, just two days before the 
Queen died. 

But her relatives kept it back as a surprise 
until a family celebration four days later. 

Joan said: “It just shows you how she was 
working right up until the end of her life and 
what a difference she has made to people’s 
lives. We have so much to thank her for and 
all she did over all those years. We will never 


forget her.” Brownie Deborah Ellis, who was 
living in Oman in 1979, had a chat with the 
Queen when the monarch made a state visit 
to the Arabian sultanate then. 

She said: “She asked me where I was from 
and I remember giving her my complete 
address with postcode.” 

But she added: “I became a Brownie in 
Oman and I was mortified that I couldn’t find 
my tie badge. So I presented myself badly.” 

Deborah also met Prince Philip at St 
James’s Palace in 1995, when she gained her 
Duke of Edinburgh Gold Award. 

She said: “I feel so privileged to have met 
them both and that their lives have 
influenced mine so much.” Adrianne Smyth 
attracted the horse-loving monarch’s atten-

tion when she rode to a roundabout so 
she could see her and Prince Philip open 


the North Herts Centre in 
Letchworth, in 1982. 

She said: “The car came slowly along 
the road. Prince Philip smiled at me — then, 
to my utter amazement, he lifted his 
elbow and gave the Queen three good digs in 
the ribs and pointed towards me and my 
horse. 

“Her Majesty leaned forward, gave me a 
lovely smile and raised her hand in acknowl- 
edgement when she saw the horse, which I 
was riding side-saddle. 

“It was a moment I shall always treasure, 
especially the three digs in the ribs!”

Gordon Neilson, now 91, met King 
George VI during a blizzard in Chester in 
December 1950, when he served in the First 
Royal Dragoons. 

He said: “We had been clearing the parade 
ground since 5am. Would he come knowing 
he was not a well man? Yes, despite the 
weather, he came. 

“He did something on a royal parade 
unheard of. After he had walked along the 
lines, he told the CO to tell the men to stand 
easy — so we could move our limbs and get 
the blood flowing again. 

“We thought the world of him for taking 
this action and held him in very high esteem.

parents rented a 10in Marconi TV in order to 
watch the Queen’s coronation from their 
home in Coventry.

Londonderry, in northern Ireland. She said: 
“T think the photograph used by our new 
King as he spoke to the nation for the first 
time was taken as she arrived at our school. 
Such a special occasion.” 

Hugh Munro, 73, whose uncle, Ken 
McKenzie, was clerk of works to the 
Queen, spent most of his summer holidays 
at Balmoral, while he was being treated 
for polio. 

He said: “Roll forward a few years and in 
1992 I took out my guitar, sat down on the 
heather and penned the words and music to 
a song, The Royal And Beautiful Dee, which I 
dedicated to Queen Elizabeth. 

“To my delight, I received an acknowl- 
edgement some weeks later.” 
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N my teenage years my greatest joy was 
escaping from school on Sunday after- 
noons to be a guide at St George’s 
Chapel, where a committal service for 
the Queen will today be held following 
her State Funeral. 

It was not unusual for the occasional 
famous person to come in. I remember a 
Knight of the Garter (Lord Bridges, the war- 
time Cabinet Secretary) visiting with his 
family, and Queen Anne of Romania bring- 
ing one of her daughters to see the stall plate 
of King Carol, while one day Field Marshal 
Viscount Slim, Constable of Windsor Castle, 
brought some guests to see the place. 

Then on a Sunday afternoon in November 
1968, I was placed in the North Quire Aisle 
to open a temporary door concealing the 
work behind: the King George VI Memorial 
Chapel was being built as a special tomb 
house for the Queen’s father. 

I waited by the door and round 
the corner came the Queen, 
then with auburn hair, in a blue coat, 
all alone other than with four 
year-old Prince Edward, held 
by the hand. 

It was an unusual first 
meeting as there was no 
one there to present 
me. 

She just arrived and 
there I was. After 
what seemed like a 
long silence, she 
asked if I was a 
chapel guide. I had a 
badge on me saying 
“Chapel Guide” so she 
was on to a winner 
there. 

She was swiftly followed 
by the Queen Mother who 
advanced with hand out- 
stretched, and asked, “And 
who are you?” and when I 
gave my name, she exclaimed: “Oh yes,” 
and I flattered myself that someone had told 
her one day we would meet. 

Knowing her philosophy better now than 
then, which was that those who came into 
her orbit should go away feeling happier, I 
realise that this was a device. And it was 
most effective. Princess Anne followed her 
and the then Dean of Windsor, Robin Woods. 

They went in through the wooden door 
and spent a long time looking at the con- 
struction work. 

In the last conversation I had with the 
Queen at Windsor in June, I reminded her of 
this meeting and she remarked that it had 
taken a long time to get permission to build 
that small chapel. 

For 17 years King George VI lay in the 
Royal Vault. It is a haunting thought that the 
two Queens I met that day will soon be reu- 
nited in death. 


HE chapel was built between a but- 

tress of the North Quire Aisle and the 

Rutland Chantry, the first significant 
addition to St George’s Chapel since it was 
built between 1475 and 1528. Originally 
Prince Philip was not so keen on this chapel 
being built, but the Dean was one who took 
the view that it was fitting so long as it was 
the very best example of contemporary 
architecture possible. 

It stands behind wrought iron gates, which 
echo those originally surrounding the tomb 
of King Edward IV. Then there are a few 
steps down into the chapel. 

On one side of the gates are the styles and 
titles of the King. 

On the other, his celebrated words from 
his 1939 Christmas broadcast: “I said to 
the man who stood at the gate of the year: 
Give me a light that I may tread safely into 
the unknown...” 

The original plan was to have eight lancet

windows with plain glass. But when the 
Chancellor of the Order of the Garter, the 
Marquess of Salisbury, wrote to the Knights, 
including the Duke of Windsor and Prince 
Paul of Yugoslavia (both members of the 
Order) asking for donations up to £2,500, it 
became possible to commission artist John 
Piper to create stained glass windows. 

These were made by Patrick Reyntiens, 
who died last October. 

Lord Salisbury was keen that this chapel 
should honour the King as he had had such a 
difficult reign, with the Abdication and the 
war, and of course he loved St George’s, and 


the Order of the Garter, setting up near 
annual services of the Order once again. 
Salisbury made the point: “He was, I feel, 
though so humble ~ a really great man.” 

The chapel was finally completed early in 
1969. There are relief busts of the King (and 
later also of the Queen Mother and Princess 
Margaret), and a small altar. 

The slab of black marble currently bears 
the simple words: GEORGE VI 1895-1952 
and ELIZABETH 1900-2002. 

The King’s coffin was moved there from 
the Royal Vault in March 1969. It was still 
covered in the original Royal Standard used 


at this funeral. A few days later, on March 31, 
there was a service of dedication. 

The congregation included the extended 
Royal Family, including the Queen Mother's 
friend, Prince Paul of Yugoslavia, who sat 
under his Garter banner, and the Knights of 
the Garter. All the KGs wore their stars. At 
the end of the service, the immediate family 
gathered outside the memorial chapel for the 
actual dedication. 

It is funny the images which are forever 
ingrained on one’s mind. I was allowed to 
watch this from the organ loft and as the 
Royal Family were leaving, | remember see-

ing the Queen smiling but tapping her foot, 
as the Queen Mother paused to talk to yet 
another person, unwilling to go until she had 
thanked everyone. 

By chance, the last time I ever saw the 
Queen Mother was in that same North Quire 
Aisle in February 2002, when she attended 


Princess Margaret’s funeral. She died in 
March that year. 

Her funeral took place in Westminster 
Abbey, and at the end of that day, her coffin 
was placed in the tomb, At the same time 
Princess Margaret’s ashes were placed there. 
For days afterwards pilgrims came to walk

past, paying their respects — and they were of 
all ages, all nationalities. You could not group 
them as one. 

Prince Philip died at Windsor Castle 
in April 2021, as the pandemic was 
at last beginning to ease. However, 
on account of that, the plans were 
changed and the London part of 
the funeral did not 
take place. 

Everything happened 
within the castle and he 
would no doubt have 
greatly preferred __ this 
slimmed down and more 
modest send-off. 

Towards the end of the 
service, Prince Philip’s 
coffin descended into the 
Royal Vault. 

It is an eight-minute descent, and 
in order to give the Royal Family some 
privacy, the cameras turned away and filmed 
a lone piper in that same North Quire Aisle, 
moving hauntingly into the Cloisters. When

the cameras returned to the Quire, he had 
gone. His coffin has remained there ever 
since, but now that the Queen has died, the 
black marble slab will be lifted in the 
Memorial Chapel and, later in the day, at 
7.30pm, the lead-lined coffins placed there. 
And so the Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh will join King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth. 
Also in the tomb are the 
ashes of Princess Margaret. 
She wanted to be with her 
parents but there was no 
space for her coffin, so she 
was cremated.

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HEN the gun salutes roar over 
Hyde Park and the Tower, the 
high clatter of horses’ hooves 
rises above the growl of mun- 
dane traffic, the flags flutter and 
the gold coach or gun carriage 
rolls past the massed crowds, it feels both 
exciting and reassuring. 

It doesn’t happen often but these things 
are part of our identity. 

They also tell us that there is a nation, a 
United Kingdom of free citizens, which is 
above and beyond any temporary political 
power. The crowds who queued to file past 
the Queen’s coffin, as they did for her mother 
before her, saw it guarded by soldiers (real 
ones who go to war, not actors). 

These events are a form of theatre, a 
spectacle open to us all, indeed brilliantly 
open now in the days of television. 

They belong to the nation, not the 
individual monarch. 

In the Queen Mother’s case, there was a 
wonderful shot of Tony Blair and_ his 
henchmen in the corner of Westminster Hall 
as the flagged coffin lay there, and they were 
sort of penned in that corner. 

It felt as if this political cadre — one which 
was, you may remember, especially prone to 
grandstanding — was being told it was 
temporary. Disposable. 

Not, in that exact moment, as important 
and dignified as one old lady who 
represented the nation. 

In a curious way it felt egalitarian: this 
kind of spectacle and ritual is not about 
showbiz celebrity and showing-off and 
personal wealth, 

The pomp and pageantry is an escape from 

mundanity that we all own. 
It tells us that we are not drab and broke, 
and declining, as a country, but the heirs to a 
long history, both good and bad, a people 
who must strive together in this island 
nation to make its next chapter a good one. It 
is cheering. 

We all need ritual: we go for it at weddings, 
and funerals, and in the most serious courts. 
Indeed, every time it is suggested judges 
should drop their wigs there is evidence 
victims, witnesses and even the accused tend 
to like them. 

The costumes underline that law is a high 
and serious business, and none of us stand 
above it. Lady Butler-Sloss, when her work 
lay in the difficulties and sadnesses of the 
Family Division, asked children involved in 
cases whether they would be more 
comfortable without the wigs. 

They were outraged: they saw that this

lives were being considered. As for the 
feathers and medals of our royal pageantry, it 
feels odd for anyone to scoff at such well- 
established symbols as unmodern, given we 
all seem to adore fantasy worlds like Game 
Of Thrones, and love to discard dull daily 
clothes for ridiculous superhero cosplay... 


NA much lesser way I tend to stick up 

for the ceremony of decorations and 

Palace Investitures. I rather wish the 
word “Empire” wasn’t there in the CBE, 
OBE and MBE initials, and indeed some of 
the political recommendations for knight- 
hoods and peerages make you shudder. 

But if you actually go to an investiture, the 
great majority of those receiving it are 
people whose achievements and merits are 
deeply “ordinary”: lifelong servants of 
communities, veteran fostermothers and 
midwives, long-term officials in tiresome 
public service jobs, heroic firefighters. It 


acknowledges hundreds of people who have 
served and deserved much, but who would 
not normally be likely to enter Buckingham 
Palace in their smartest clothes and have a 
moment face to face, in real life, with a 
monarch or their son or daughter, who with 
their own hands, is humbly pinning a 
decoration on them and expressing thanks. 

The past 10 days have been mournful, 
historic, fascinating: in some ways cheering 
and, in others, rather irritating. 

That last feeling occurs when you find 
yourself reaching for your trusty TV-Brick 
(foam rubber, very useful) to bounce off the 
smug face of some ridiculous “Royal Expert” 
who never met any of them. 

Sometimes you want to dive through the 
screen, grab some idiot lout and tell them to 
go into detention and write out 1,000 times 
the simple sentence: “Loudly heckling a 
funeral procession is not free speech.” 

But by and large the period since the 
Queen’s death was announced on September 
8 has been more uplifting than down casting. 

There has been a feeling of national unity,

a blending of awestruck historic awareness, 
sympathy for a family, and harmless 
sentimentality (oh dear, those marmalade 
sandwiches attracting rats in the park!). 

It was curiously thrilling to hear the 
Proclamation read, seriously, from our 
local small-town mayoral balcony, with 
little children being held aloft and told to 
remember it. 

Of course, there is republicanism — always 
has been — even under Queen Victoria. But 
even the sternest republican arguments, 
when they’re civil, have been interesting for 
soft-monarchists like me to engage with. 

They help you focus. It doesn’t feel like 
quite the right time to bang on about it with 
that virtue-signalling “Not My King”-type 
stuff. Not while world leaders gather for the 
funeral. Abolition of the monarchy is a valid

minority view. We can argue about it 
anytime. Just perhaps not over a 96-year- 
old’s coffin. 

Another strand of thought is more 
interesting to unpick: the view of people 
who don’t mind the useful, workaday 
business of constitutional monarchy, and 
accept that a politically elected president as 
Head of State might mean awkward clashes 
with the Prime Minister. 

Almost certainly, in this fractious country, 
both would think they had some kind of 
mandate. 

The joy of hereditary monarchs —- modern, 
modest ones like ours — is that they know 
they don’t have a mandate. 

So, like the great late Queen Elizabeth II, 
they keep their mouths shut on issues and 
accept the role of just advising privately and 


being symbols for everything that is 
unarguably benevolent and kind. This strand 
of soft-monarchists are not pure republicans: 
but they do have a terrible problem with 
ceremony. 

Every trumpet fanfare drives them wild: 
every vellum scroll, every slow-stepping 
grandee with a costume frothing with gilt 
and an enormous white feather on his head. 
They hate the pomp and circumstance and 
point out that it was already being laughed at 
150 years ago in Punch cartoons and Gilbert 
and Sullivan operettas. 

These anti-ceremonial thinkers pop up 
on social media, usually Twitter, shaking 
their heads in horror, intoning: “Camp, 
dated, embarrassing”... “Retro, imperialist 
propaganda”... “Aristocratic undemocratic 
flummery”... “Makes us look ridiculous in

the eyes of the world”. They hated even the 
solemn seriousness of Penny Mordaunt — 
framed by that glorious Canaletto painting — 
introducing the serious principles of a 
democratic constitution so that the new King 
could humbly say “approved” to each in 
turn. This elaborate, formal, important legal 
box-ticking was witnessed by a_ throng 
packed with senior politicians on all sides, 
and five former Prime Ministers. 

For the first time in history it was open to 
the TV cameras; we all saw it. 

But then we had Garter King of Arms and 
assorted trumpeting heralds out on the 
balcony, gleaming brass, guardsmen in 
bearskins, salutes and cheers and an 
electrifying moment of drill as they went 
down on one knee in perfect symmetry; and 
the crowd sang God Save the King. And the 
pomp-haters shuddered. 

But a lot of us were curiously, perhaps 
irrationally, thrilled by it all (I have to say I 
am particularly taken with the way these 
ancient, Shakespearian pronouncements 
always begin with “Whereas...” 

Since nearly every interviewee on the 
radio these days starts their answer with 
“So”, I am thinking of campaigning for a 
Whereas instead. (It means just as little, but 
adds an air of seriousness). 

So —I mean, Whereas — it’s a good moment 
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procession for the 
2002 


to start gently, reasonably defending all this 
pomp. Just in case the new monarch thinks it 
would be a good idea to cut out a lot of 
formal ceremony at the same time as 
(sensibly and economically) thinning out the 
ranks of the working royals and cutting down 
a few pointless dukedoms and princelings. 


HE point is that the two things — slim- 
ming down the cost and personnel 
and cutting back on pomp — need not 
go together. Of course a too-sprawling, too- 
expensive Royal Family is inappropriate, and 
Charles III has made it clear he feels that. 
But pomp and pageantry are different. 
l once, on a BBC programme, interviewed 
a chap who hated the whole thing, and said 
that he wished all decorations were handed 
over “by the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, in clothes he would wear on 
public transport”. 
The sheer greyness of that concept took 
everyone’s breath away. 
No. Let us have ceremony. Not always, not 
every day, but sometimes. 
Let the great historic feathered-and-gilded, 
trumpeted-and-drummed and magnificent 
show go on. Because we all own it.

LIZ Truss is considering targeted 
tax-cutting to boost the economy in 
poorer parts of the country. 

Details of Friday’s mini-budget are 
still being finalised but top priority 
will be increasing growth. 

The Prime Minister will drive 
through key reforms this week after 
political activities were suspended 
during the national mourning. 

She is in New York from tomorrow 
meeting world leaders but her minis- 
ters will unveil details of the plans to 
tackle the energy bills crisis and strains 
within the NHS.

TOP medics have urged people to get 
vaccinated against flu, as a winter 
virus surge looms. 

A short, sharp wave of cases in 
Australia has sparked fears a similar 
outbreak in the UK - due to low 
immunity — will pile more pressure on 
an already creaking NHS. 

A record 35 million people are cur- 
rently eligible to have a flu jab. 

Professor Robert Booy, an infec- 
tious diseases expert at Sydney 
University, said many viruses had 
made a comeback during Australia’s 
winter, from June to August. 

He warned: “You can be quite sure 
the UK is going to get at least a mod- 
erate, and potentially a severe respira- 
tory viral season. 

“Tt will be dominated by flu and 
Covid but also include other viruses. 
You need to be preparing now.” 

There were almost no UK flu cases 
in the last two years, as Covid meas- 
ures including lockdowns subdued 
other viruses. However, that means 
immunity is likely to be low, leaving 
people more vulnerable. 


Spreading 


More than 223,000 flu cases were 
reported in Australia this year. They 
included 295 deaths and 1,763 
hospital admissions. 

In 2021, only 512 cases were 
recorded. There were no deaths. 

Prof Booy said: “Flu came early this 
year, which was unusual, and it 
peaked quickly, then went away fast. 

“Whereas previously it had been 
spread over three months, this time it 
was more like six to eight weeks. That 
was because we think a lot of viruses 
came back this year. 

“All these viruses were spreading 
like crazy and competing with each 
other, so the combination of all of 
them led to a bad respiratory season.” 

Prof Booy said immunity had fallen, 
particularly among children aged one 
to three never exposed to flu. 

The elderly also face increased risk 
through not being around the virus for 
a couple of years. 

Prof Booy said: “We don’t have 
optimal rates of immunisation in 
young children or the elderly. We 
could do better, in the UK and here.” 

Flu jabs are being offered to a 
record number of people in the UK 
this year, including over-50s, health- 
care staff, carers and mothers-to-be. 

There are fears even a moderate

flu vaccinations for eligible people. 

Although the public health focus 
since early 2020 has been very 
much on Covid-19, flu remains a 
major threat to vulnerable 
individuals and the health service 
in the UK.

payments change application. 

If it is rejected a parent is entitled 
to a reconsideration, but has to do 
that within a month. After that they 
can take it further via a legal process 
with HM Courts & Tribunals 
Service. There is no right of appeal 
regarding child support arrears and 
debt enforcement. 

If he has missed deadlines, Dave 
can reapply. His application could be 
accepted but it wouldn’t be 
backdated. Overall this is a lengthy 
process and some parents give up. 
But even if they object to a decision 
they should never stop paying as it 
would be their child who suffered.

When it comes to people seeking solace 
in baking, I'm in good company. Former 
GBBO judge Mary Berry once said “baking 
is physical and mental therapy”. 

Baking can be a form of mindfulness, 
encouraging us to concentrate as we 
weigh and measure ingredients, engaging 
our senses so we stay present in the 
moment. 

Here are five ways to harness the 
benefits of baking. 

Get messy: allow yourself the freedom 

to drop mixture on the floor and smear 
chocolate down your apron. Baking 
doesn't have to be tidy or neat. Your cake 
can be wonky - it will still taste delicious. 

Don't set deadlines: in many 

instances, recipes can be approached 
across a couple of days, so give yourself a 
weekend to unwind with a slow and steady 
baking venture. 

Be creative: to a major extent, 

instructions must be followed to 
achieve the desired outcome. However, 
you can make substitutions to suit your 
tastes and needs. Likewise, decorate 
things with your own flair, and don't be 
constrained by the accompanying photos 
or perfect images you see on social media. 

Establish a happy environment: 

some people prefer their own 
thoughts, but you may prefer music, the 
TV or a podcast for company, or a friend to 
bake with. 

Make notes: be cautious when scaling 

ingredients up or down, and be 
methodical about any changes that you 
make.

First start the filling. Put the cherries 
into a bowl and add sugar, lemon juice, 
almond extract and salt and leave for 
one hour.

Grease a 20cm square loose- 
bottomed cake tin and line with baking 
parchment. 
Prepare the shortbread base. In a large 
bowl, combine flour, salt and sugar. Add 
cubed butter and rub into the dry 
ingredients until the mixture resembles 


fine breadcrumbs (alternatively, you can 
use a food processor or stand mixer on the 
lowest speed using the paddle attachment). 

Transfer mixture to the prepared tin 

and press down firmly using your 
fingers or the base of a small glass to form 
an even layer. Prick all over with a fork and 
bake for 15-18 minutes until lightly golden. 
Once baked, remove from the oven and 
allow to cool. 

Reduce temperature of the oven to 

180C/160C fan/350F/Gas 4. Meanwhile, 
finish the cherry filling. Transfer the cherry 
mixture to a saucepan, add cornflour and 
stir into the juices. 

Place over a medium-low heat and 

cook gently until the mixture just 
starts to thicken. As soon as the liquid 
becomes a little thicker and coats the back 
of a spatula, remove from heat and set 
aside to cool alittle. 


To make the crumble topping, combine 
all the ingredients in a bowl and rub 
together to form bigger clumps, rather 
than breadcrumbs (this can also be done in 
a stand mixer using the paddle 
attachment). Refrigerate until needed. 
Assemble the squares by spooning 
the cherry filling over the top of the 
cooled shortbread base, spreading out 
evenly. Sprinkle over the crumble topping 
and bake for 45-50 minutes, or until 
golden brown on top and the cherry 
filling is slightly bubbling, Remove from 
the oven, place on a wire rack and leave 
to cool in the tin. Cut the bake into 
squares once fully cooled. You can 
refrigerate the squares in an airtight 
container for up to five days.

Add softened butter 
and knead again until the dough is smooth 
and elastic.

Mix well and set aside until ready to use. 

Once the dough has proved, grease a 20 x 

20cm baking tin and line with baking 
parchment. Punch down the dough to deflate 
and transfer to a lightly floured work surface. 
Roll out into a 25 x 40cm rectangle. Spread 
filling over the dough. Starting from the longest 
edge, roll the dough up into a log. Trim untidy 
ends, then slice into nine 4cm chunks. Dip one 
spiral face of each chunk into the remaining 
toasted sesame seeds. Evenly arrange the buns, 
sesame seed side down, in the prepared tin 
(leave a small gap between each to allow them 
to spread). Cover and set aside to prove 


= somewhere warm for 45-60 minutes. 


Preheat oven to 200C/180C fan/400F/Gas 

6. Once proved, bake the buns in the oven 
for 18-20 minutes, or until golden brown and 
baked through. Prepare the glaze by combining 
the honey and water in a small bowl. Once 
baked, remove buns from the oven and lightly 
brush the tops with the honey glaze, then 
carefully remove from the tin and transfer to a 
wire rack to cool.

We have a four-year-old male 

Jack Russell terrier with hair loss 
and scaling on his nose and part of his 
face. My vet suspects ringworm and has 
sent samples to check. Is ringworm 
common in dogs? 

Compared to other parts of the 

world with much warmer climates, 
ringworm in dogs is not usually 
particularly common here. 

However, that reflects my past 
experience over many years, and there is 
no doubt that our climate is changing 
and becoming milder. So it wouldn't 
surprise me if the incidence of ring- 
worm increases in future as warmer 
summers become more common. 

In spite of its name, ringworm is a 
fungal disease and there are two main 
fungi involved. These are trichophyton 
and microsporum. 

The most common species of 
microsporum is Microsporum canis. It 
is the main cause of cat ringworm, and 
most cases I have seen have been the 
result of dogs coming into contact with 
infected cats, particularly kittens. 

Trichophyton infection in a dog tends 
to be more severe, particularly if it is not 
diagnosed quickly, This is the type of 
ringworm I would suspect in your Jack 
Russell, so it is good that your vet is 
checking for it by sending samples off to 
a laboratory. 

Ihave seen Jack Russells with 
ringworm on their face, caught by 
nudging ringworm-infected rolled-up 
hedgehogs. Hedgehog spines are perfect 
for implanting fungal spores in the skin. 
Prompt treatment has a good prognosis. 


My neighbour's six-year-old rescue 
on has very loose stools. He 
has tried giving the dog various diets and 
is now feeding dry kibble with boiled rice. 


Is this a good idea and can you advise 
any alternatives? 
As your neighbour is finding out, 
there are no quick fixes for his 
greyhound’s problem. All dogs, 
especially those that scavenge, are prone 
to gastro-intestinal upsets. 

A day of no food, just water, followed 
by alight diet for a few days is often 
successful in putting an end toa 
short-term problem. 

If the diarrhoea continues beyond a 
few days, however, a consultation with 
the vet is essential to check for various 
elements that might be contributing. 

These can be improper digestion of 
food (maldigestion) or inadequate 
absorption of food (malabsorption), 
both being problems associated with 
the small intestine. 

Large intestinal problems, such as 
colitis, are also a possible cause. 

Initially your vet will ask questions 
designed to pinpoint where the problem 
lies, to help design a diagnostic plan. 

The number of possible diseases, 
known as the differential diagnosis, is 
fairly large. For example, the problem 
could be parasites, a bacterial problem, 
food allergy, or inflammation of the 
intestinal wall. 

A diagnostic plan seeks to rule the 
differential diagnoses in or out, perhaps 
involving blood tests, faecal sampling 
and a biopsy of the intestine. 

This might sound daunting, and 
expensive, but not everything has to be 
done at once, and they can agree a plan 
with their vet and budget for it. 

The key to this problem is an accurate 
diagnosis and specific treatment.

Such is the historical significance of 
this disused facility, in the north- 
western hamlet of Djupavik, that 
we are treated to a guided tour of 
it — or what’s left of it— in 
ABANDONED ENGINEERING, 
continuing at 8pm on Yesterday 
(Freeview 27). 

And the person showing us 
round? Why, its proud owner, of 


course. Heoinn Asbjornsson (the 
pronunciation of whose name, by 
the way, isn’t “he-oh-in-as-byorn- 
sun”, as you might expect, but 
something closer to the noise our 
cat makes when attempting to 
dislodge a fur ball) actually grew 
up in this middle-of-nowhere 
community. But it’s a place whose 
population has dwindled 
somewhat. By which I mean there’s 
absolutely no one living there now. 
Not permanently, at least. 

It looks like one of those spooky 
abandoned villages that people 
were buying for next to nothing on 
that Channel 4 teatime series a few 
weeks back. (Help! I Bought A 
Spooky Abandoned Village, I 


believe it was called. Something 
like that.) 

So what’s the story? Why is 
Djupavik deserted? Why has its 
vast concrete factory, built in the 
1930s, been left to rot? 

Turns out it’s a tale of a fish- 
based boom and bust. 

At one point, in the early 20th 
century, the herring industry 
accounted for nearly half of 
Iceland’s export income. And 
herring oil, a by-product, was in 
huge demand. 

“This was Iceland’s version of 
the American Gold Rush,” explains 
historian Dr Nehemiah Mabry. 

The bubble burst when herring 
stocks began to plummet. That was 


in the 1940s. By 1954 Djupavik’s 
processing facility had closed. 

It had come and gone in barely 
20 years. 

You can still pay a visit, mind 
you. “We take tours throughout 
the factory,” says Heoinn. “And we 
have opened an exhibition that 
tells its history.” 

Fancy that? 

Great, because Djupavik does 
still have a small but modest hotel 
where you could stay. I’m sure 
you'd be very welcome. 

“It’s been referred to,” one 
contributor points out, “as the 
loneliest hotel in Europe.” 

Sounds perfect. No queue for the 
toaster at breakfast.

THEY ran out to a guard of 
honour from unpaid staff - and 
trudged off fearing it could be for 
the last time.

hours. If that sounds like deja vu, 
it is because the same was said a 
week ago. 

Yet Warriors co-owner Jason 
Whittingham said: “The buyer is 
absolutely committed to rugby at 
Sixways, is aware of the 
immediate cash requirements and 
has confirmed their willingness to 
inject funds early next week.” 

Whittingham added that he was 
keeping Diamond up to speed on 
developments, which seemed to 
come as news to the former Sale 
man.

ROYAL funeral process is not a 
likely stage for lethal mob 
violence. But that is what 
occurred on August 18, 1821, 
when the coffin of the late Queen 
Consort Caroline of Brunswick 
made its tumultuous journey through 
London on its way to her home in Germany. 

The estranged wife of the dissolute, 
unpopular King George IV, Queen Caroline 
was adored by the public but ostracised by 
the establishment. 

In the wake of her death, the Government 
wanted to prevent mass demonstrations in 
her support and decided that the route of the 
funeral should avoid the centre of the capital 
as her bier was conveyed to the coast before 
travelling to Brunswick. 

Her followers had other ideas. Determined 
to force the procession through Westminster 
and the City, a vast crowd assembled at 
Hyde Park Corner, built barricades and 
blocked the progress of the bier. 

Amid torrential rain, confrontation soon 
descended into savage chaos. When the 
protesters began to throw mud, bricks and 
cobblestones at the military that formed the 
honour party, the soldiers responded by 
firing at least 40 rounds indiscriminately at 
the crowd. Two men, a bricklayer and a 
carpenter, were killed. But the agitation 
succeeded in its aim as the authorities 
abandoned their planned route. 

Such extraordinary, blood-stained scenes 
could not be in greater contrast to solemnity 
and reverence that will characterise the 
Queen’s state funeral. 

In place of discord between government 
and people, there will be a unanimous desire 
on all sides to give Elizabeth II the most 
magnificent possible farewell. 

Meticulously planned and sustained by 
historic precedent, the ceremony is likely to 
be one of the most spectacular and 
memorable events in the long history of the 
British monarchy. 

Pomp and pageantry are what we always 
do so well in this country. But while suffused 
with rich tradition, the ritual of a state 
funeral is continually evolving.

featured processions of noblemen in 
full-length mourning cloaks and hoods, 
accompanied by heralds wearing richly- 
coloured tabards and carrying banners of the 
late monarch’s arms. 

Conveyed on a horse-drawn bier, the 
coffin was usually covered in a richly- 
embroidered funeral cloth or Pall and often 
mounted with a wax effigy of the deceased. 

Traditionally, Royal corpses were 
embalmed before they were encased in 
lead-lined coffins, though Elizabeth I left 
instructions that on her death in 1603, her 
body simply be wrapped in cerecloth, made 
from silk and linen. 

Unfortunately, the job was said to have 
been botched by the undertakers and her 
body began to decay before the funeral. 

It was from the 17th century that the state 
funeral became more formalised in its 
practices, incorporating many of the 
elements we see today, including guards 
regiments, gun salutes, military bands, 
foreign dignitaries and choirs. 

At the funeral of Queen Anne in 1714, a 
new pocket handkerchief was given to each

Until the 20th century, the ceremony was 
always conducted after sunset and the new 
sovereign did not usually attend. An 
exception was made by William IV, who 
succeeded his late brother George IV in 
1830. But the behaviour of the new king and 
his friends at the event did not impress the 


had a state funeral except Edward VII who 
abdicated in 1936. But the ritual is not 
confined to Royalty. 

Twelve commoners have also been 
honoured in this way for their special 
contributions to national life. The first, in 
1657, was the pioneering naval chief 
Admiral Sir Robert Blake; the most recent 

was the great Prime Minister Sir Winston 
Churchill in 1965, Others include the nurse 
Edith Cavell, shot by the Germans during 
the First World War, the scientist Sir Issac 
Newton, Lord Nelson the victor of Trafalgar 
and, more incongruously, Lord Carson, the 
leader of Ulster Unionism who came close 
to treason in 1912 with the ferocity of his 
campaign against Irish Home Rule. 

Just below state funerals in terms of 
prestige are ceremonial funerals, which 
are granted to other Royals or 
distinguished citizens. 

Prince Philip had one last year, Margaret 
Thatcher in 2013. 

Apart from the less exalted status, another 
difference is that ceremonial funerals are 
organised by the Lord Chamberlain, an 
officer of the Royal Household, whereas the

government official Charles Greville who 
wrote in his diary that, “a gayer company 
Inever beheld”. 

Instead of being “absorbed in melancholy 
duty”, they were “as merry as grigs”. This 
conduct was all the more shocking, wrote 
Greville, because the “ceremony was very 
well managed, and a fine sight”. 

In the past 300 years, every monarch has

Earl Marshal is in charge of state funerals. In 
practice, however, the formalities in both 
types are much the same. 

The template for the modern state funeral 
was Queen Victoria’s in 1901, with the 
military procession at the forefront, the body 
conveyed by a naval gun-carriage for the first 
time, the internment at Windsor and the 
political figures relegated to a minor role. 


UT perhaps its most striking 
ingredient, the use of naval ratings 
to pull the gun-carriage on the 
final leg of its journey, resulted from a 
near disaster. 

When the Queen’s coffin was first placed 
on it, the artillery horses refused to move 
forward, and, according to some accounts, 
several reared up wildly after a piece of 
equipment on the carriage broke. 

Prince Louis of Battenberg (the father of 
Lord Mountbatten), a quick-thinking naval 
officer and Austrian relative of Victoria’s, 
suggested that dozens of his sailors could do 


the job, using improvised drag ropes. The 
idea worked brilliantly and has remained in 
the ceremony ever since, 

“Tt was better, it looked beautiful, but of 
course the artillery was furious, you can 
imagine, humiliated beyond words,” 
recalled Princess Alice, one of 
Victoria’s grandchildren. 

Not since the funeral of Lord Mountbatten 
in 1979 has the 123-year-old state gun- 
carriage been called into action. It was 
previously used at the funerals of 
Edward VII, George V, George VI 
and Sir Winston Churchill. 

Further traditions were started in the 
funeral of Edward VII, when he died in 1910, 
such as the lying-in-state at Westminster Hall 
and the sounding of Big Ben, though there 
were complaints about poor organisation, 
particularly the absence of a seating plan for 
St George’s Chapel at Windsor. 

What outraged Kaiser Wilhelm II of 
Germany, however, was that King Edward’s 
grief-stricken dog, a wire-haired fox terrier 
called Caesar, took precedence in the 
funeral procession, escorted by a Highland 
soldier, immediately behind the gun-carriage 


and in front of the crowned heads of Europe. 


Four years later Britain was at war with 
Germany. 

There was also trouble at George V’s state 
funeral in 1936, when the topmost cross of 
the Imperial State Crown, resting on the 
coffin, broke off and fell to the ground. 

The new king, Edward VIII, took it as a 
bad omen. But the overall impact of the 
ceremony was deeply impressive, as the Tory 
MP Sir Henry “Chips” Channon recorded in 
his diary: “At last came the beginning of the 
procession, detachments from many 
regiments and all three services represented. 
It seemed unending, and a silence had fallen 
on the vast crowds. 

“The thousands of soldiers were 
expressionless, silent, dignified. Slowly the 
gun-carriage went up St James's Street, 
watched by 10,000 wet eyes. Men fainted, 
men burst out crying.” 

Several of the state funerals for 
commoners have been equally majestic. 

Winston Churchill’s epic farewell at St 
Paul’s in 1965 did full justice to the great 
man, the most poignant moment arising 
when the cranes in the east London docks 
dipped in salute as his coffin was carried on 
a barge down the Thames. 

There was, however, one heart-stopping 
moment when the frail former Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee, walking up the 
steps of the cathedral, stumbled badly and

CARRYING the coffin at a major public 
funeral is a daunting experience, as 
Major General Rupert Jones well 
knows. The son of Falklands’ hero 
Colonel ‘H’ Jones, he performed the 
solemn duty at Prince Philip’s funeral 
in April last year. 

Today, the Queen’s pallbearers’ party 
will be eight-strong carrying the coffin 
with another eight escorting the late 
monarch. 

“No matter what they have done on 
battlefields around the world, this is 
something which will live long in their 
memories,” said Maj Gen Jones, 53, 
who retired from the Army last year. 

“Tt is a very sad occasion but a huge 
privilege for them to be involved. With 
the greatest respect to our friends 
around the world, nobody can match 
the pomp and splendour that comes 
from a British event of this nature.” 

Maj Gen Jones served with The Rifles 
infantry regiment and Prince Philip was 
its Colonel-in-Chief, an honour which 
now belongs to the Queen Consort. 

The Duke’s ceremonial funeral at 
Windsor Castle was unusual as his 
lead-lined oak coffin was carried in a 
Land Rover converted to a hearse by 
his own design. 

“As soon as the Duke’s death was 
announced the machine kicked in and 
you had 10 or so days to get ready,” 
said Maj Gen Jones. 

“We went through briefings at the 
barracks and then went to Windsor 
Castle. Of course, the Queen was in 
mourning. We were given clear instruc- 
tions that everybody had to be very 
quiet as we were right under her nose.” 

On that sunny afternoon of the 
funeral, Maj Gen Jones, who was 

commissioned 


bearers’ party, directly behind him, to drop 
the coffin. Fortunately, they held on. 

There was also difficulty with the coffin at 
the state funeral in 1852 of the Duke of 
Wellington. The size of the 10,000-strong 
procession, headed by Prince Albert, was 
matched by the gargantuan, 12-ton, six- 
wheeled carriage, made largely of bronze, 
which required 12 horses to pull it. 

The service at St Paul’s had to be delayed 
an hour because of both the slowness of the 
journey and then a malfunction in the 
mechanism used to transfer the coffin 
from the carriage to the bier. 

Much easier was the journey of the coffin 
of the statesman William Gladstone for his 
state funeral at Westminster Abbey in 1898. 

It came down from north Wales by train, 
then made the final leg by London 
Underground, the only time the Tube has 
been used on such an occasion. 

But that has always been the spirit of 
these ceremonies, like the monarchy itself, 
mixing change and continuity.

There was no kind of warm-up, so it 
felt very nerve wracking. Once you 
step out, you are on parade. I had to go 
out, stop and wait for the Land Rover 
to come alongside. 

“If you miss the step off, everything 
can go wrong. There’s lot of jeopardy 
at that moment, so it was quite a relief 
when we all stepped off smartly with 
the Land Rover. The driver found it 
very difficult to keep the vehicle at a 
predictable slow speed. 

“Keeping in step should be so simple 
but in reality it’s not. There’s an awful 
lot of other things going on. My heart 
was pumping because of the adrena- 
line. I’m not an actor or a musician, but 
I definitely felt I was on parade.” 

He added: “The Royal Family is so 
important to us all in the military.

URING her Diamond Jubilee in 
2012, our late Queen Elizabeth 
gave a speech at Lambeth 
Palace, the London home of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. It’s 


tempting to say that she was the 
guest of the then archbishop, Dr Rowan 
Williams. Tempting but wrong. 

Our monarch is not only head of state, but 
also “supreme governor” of the Church of 
England. In that sense, the Archbishop was 
guest of Her Majesty in his own palace. 

And the Queen, as always, rose to the 
occasion, demonstrating the deepest 
appreciation of the role of her Church of 
England in our society and national life. 

The purpose of our established Church, 
she said: “Is not to defend Anglicanism to 
the exclusion of other religions. Instead, the 
Church has a duty to protect the free 
practice of all faiths in this country”. 

In short, she was affirming the Christian 
faith she not only represented, but devoutly 
shared, made this a safe and welcoming 
country for those of other faiths and none 
—something an entirely secular nation 
couldn’t match. 

She understood too that the power of her

Christian faith only worked in contract with 
her subjects. 

It was a faith that was nurtured since her 
earliest days. On her 21st birthday in 1947, 
she gave an address to the nation that 
concluded with her promise to serve her 
country; a promise she couldn’t honour 
without an intimate, spiritual relationship 
with the British people. 

She told her subjects: “I shall not have 
strength to carry out this resolution alone 
unless you join in it with me, as I now invite 
you to do: I know that your support will be 
unfailingly given. God help me to make good 
my vow, and God bless all of you who are 
willing to share in it.” 

This was profoundly important, because 
the Queen affirmed Christianity isn’t 
something we can do on our own - it 
only makes sense in spiritual connection 
with others. 

Her son and heir, King Charles, was 
criticised some years ago for saying the 
ancient monarchical title Defender of the 
Faith, inherited from the reign of Henry VIII, 


that faith no longer informs 
public life... something we 
would do well to change 


would in his reign look more like “Defender 
of Faiths”. 

But seen in the context of the modern 
multicultural society that developed during 
his mother’s reign, and the face of 21st 
century Britain, it now looks like a sensible 
reaffirmation that this is a Christian country 
that is safe for everyone. 

It shows remarkable spiritual foresight. 
And we have his mother’s deep and heartfelt 
understanding of the Christian faith to thank 
for that. 

So what did that spiritual understanding 
look like? The most obvious answer is the 
Queen’s resolve to spend her life serving 
others. In that 1947 speech is her 
exhortation to build a better world — “more 
free... more happy” — after the darkness of 
the Second World War: “To accomplish that 
we must give nothing less than the whole of 
ourselves. There is a motto which has been 
borne by many of my ancestors — a noble 
motto, ‘I serve’.” 

Giving the whole of oneself to serve; that 
is as good a seven-word summary of the 
Christian faith as it is possible to find. 

That motto “I serve” emerged from 
legends surrounding the Black Prince and 


the 14th-century House of Plantagenet; in its 
German original: “Ich dien”. 

But the roots of it are nourished far 
further back, in the very fountainhead of the 
Queen’s Christian faith, the gospel promise 
of the Christ: “The Son of Man did not come 
to be served, but to serve, and to give his life 
as a ransom for many.” 

This, as they say, changes everything. The 
idea that the served serve, that the exalted 
humble themselves, that the last shall be 
first, is perhaps the most radical and 
scandalous notion in human history. 


NDTHEY are tenets of faith that 

the Queen took wholly seriously. 

She understood that to serve 
God and other people aren’t separate 
undertakings, but the same act. Hers was a 
reign modelled on this service ministry. 

As we mourn her passing, we look back 
not only on a public life well lived, but on 
one that shows what Christian servant 
ministry really is. 

The first characteristic we might identify is
